 The Action Plan serves as the City’s application to access 
these resources. It outlines actions, activities, and resources 
that will be used to address the needs of low- to moderate-
income families.

 Eligible activities include: Affordable Housing, Community 
Development, Economic Development and Public Services.

 At the end of each Fiscal Year, the City prepares a 
Consolidated Annual Performance and Evaluation Report 
(CAPER) that includes annual performance metrics.
